Mr Francis, addrossing the jury, anid.

the plaintilf’s evidence to bo trus as to the 
course uf the Morning Star up to the astern 
of the Meanee and having regard to tho 
pusition of the two wharves and tho Meanee, 
it in impossible to conceive that the Pioneer 
when firet scan was either on the port sido 
of the Moruing Star or dircetly ahead. 
Moreover if the course of the Morning Star 
was as shown on the exhibit B., there ia no

‘Star should not havo secn the light “of tho 
Pioneer long before they did, or on the 
other hand the Ptuncer must. necessarily 
havo been considerably on their atarboar 
bow, if sho waa hidden by tho Meanre. Tho 
position of the veasela in collision as eworn 
to by two witnesses alay tends to show 
that the Pioxeer not only doliberntely 
came out of her course on & starbuard 
helm, but that she 
peforo the collisiun actually occurred. Tho 
more probable story sppeara to me to be 
that in ‘rounding’ the stern of the 
Mecanee -an expression to be found in 
the Plaintiff's Petition —she was ander a 
port helm, and thus brought the Pioneer 
on her port bow. Although in their 
Potition Plaintiffs allege that there wore 
several passengers on board the Morning 
Star at the time of the collision not one 
was called to give evidence.
